What if Russia actually means to predpl-

That question ma? seem utterly fantastic, 
pwtlcularly In view of all the assurances the 
American people have been given In recent

But ifa never ridiculous to ponder what 
might happen If worse came to worse, be- 
cause there's always the remote possibility 
that such might happen.
